LONDON, April 23.—The fearful loss 
of life and expenditure of money which 
Montenegro has suffered in the capture 
of Scutari will profit the little kingdom 
nothing if the great powers follow their 
avowed course. 

It has been decreed by the diplomatic 
representatives that Scutari shall be a 
part of the new kingdom of Albania. 
When this announcement was made 
Montenegro was asked to abandon the 
siege of Scutari, but King Nicholas re- 
fused, saying that if he did not enter 
the city at the head of his troops his 
family would be forced from their 
throne. 

The Montenegrins pressed the siege. 
and the powers “demonstrated” on the 
Montenegro sea board. Ships of war 
blockaded the ports and menaced the 
cities, but the war was pushed to the 
successful issue of today. :

Bartlett sa 
that last Friday he was not feeling 
very well and asked Brunswick what 
to take and thereupon the latter had 
taken some cyanide from his pecket 
and said, “Why don’t you take some 
of this? It will send you on a good, 
long journey.” : 
When Bartlett asked him what.he 
was carrying that around for he re- 
plied that he used it at home as a 
silver polish.

Louis citizens when the census of 1910 was taken, 
We had been led to believe that our population 
was between 750,000 and 900,000 by varioug esti- 
mates. Not one of the guesses figured as low 
as 687,029. Our increase in the 10-year period 
from 1900 to 1910 was 19.4 per cent while Boston, 
which is nearest St. Louis in the ranking cities 
fucreased 19.6 per cent; New York, the leader, 
increased 38.7 per cent; Chicago, the second city, 
increased 28.7 per cent, and Philadelphia, the 
third city, increased 19.7 per cent. The largest 
increase for any city having half a million in 
1900 was New York’s 38.7 per cent. If St. Louis 
{fs growing at New York’s rate the population 
of this city is now about 766,793; but the prob- 
ability is that the rate of increase from 1900 to 
1910 has not been accelerated to that extent. 

We want St. Louis to grow rapidly and we 
believe that the solution of some of our present 
problems, abolition of the Terminal monopoly 
with the elimination of bridge arbitraries, the 
building of the municipal bridge and the connect- 
ing of East and West Sides by trolley transporta- 
tion will greatly accelerate the city’s rate of 
growth.

inquire if there is a “baseball trust.” Representa- 
tive Gallagher proposes an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of “the most audacious and autocratic trust 
in the country” that “trafficks in the national 
pastime for pecuniary gain,” et cetera. 

We ‘grant that baseball is one of the neces- 
paries of life, but we cannot perceive the trust 
therein within the purview of the Sherman Law. 
How can there be a monopoly in something which 
every Man and boy can supply for himself? There 
is certainly no mohoply of talent. Every tree and

The Southern Traction franchise has features 
of exceptional advantage to the city. The 
franchise obliges the company to. make equal 
rates on express and passengers between the Hast 
and West Side. The loop is open to all trolley 
companies on terms prescribed by the city and 
on payment of reasonable compensation to the 
Southern Traction. The compensation, if not 
amicably arranged, is to be a by a 
commission. 

An objection originally urged against the loop 
franchise by the Post-Dispatch and emphasized by 
the Public Utilities Commission is the 60-year 
term. The commission recommended an indeter- 
mipate franchise under which the city could pur- 
‘chase it by a fair appraisement, at any time, if it 
should acquire that power. This kind of fran- 
chise is perpetual, being limited only by the 
power of purchase. 

It might be amended satisfactorily by fixing 
a limit of 20 years with an option of purchasing 
the property or’ continuing the contract for an 
equal or a reduced term of years at the end of 
the 20-year period. 

The Post-Dispatch is unchanged in its belief 
that the length of the franchise,.50 years, is too 
long and that it should be amended by shortening 
the term, While opposed to its repeal, we believe 
the franchise should be amended, | 

Whether the city can pass a valid ordinance 
retaining a purchase option, without the present 
power to purchase and contingent upon acquir- 
ing the power in the future, is a legal question to 
be determined by legal authority. But the power 
to amend the franchise is a protection against 
mistakes. 

All. questions, legal and practical, should be 
threshed out at the conference. Plans should be 
devised which will encourage, not blczk the enter- 
prise, but which will protect the city’s interests 
at every point and assure public confidence and 
support. 

The approach problem should be threshed out 
with similar thoroughness as to the legal and 
practical problems involvéd. 

But whatever the disposition of either problem 
the freedom and usefulness of the bridge are 
the principal conditions to the completion of the 
bridge. Let us have full assurance that the bridge 
will. be unhampered and then go dhead and com- 
plete it.

The American Tobacco Trust knows 
more ways of killing a cat than by 
choking it with butter, and when Phil- 
ippine cigars Were admitted to this 
country On More generous terms, the To- 
pacco Trust inaugurated attacks on the 
cigars from these islands, which led to 
the action of the Philippine Government 
itself taking a hand in the cigar busil- 
ness, and hereafter it will watch the 
manufacture of cigars, from the growing 
of the tobacco in the field to the fin- 
ished product as it is packed.in boxes. 
This will entile it to bear, in the form of 
a seal, a Government stamp guarantee- 
ing the quality of the contents of each 
package, this seal to be broken only by 
the retailer in the United States. 

Even now, after three years of free 
trade, only 75,000 cigars were shipped to 


the fiscal year 1912, while the anhual 
consumption in the United States 
reached 9,000,000,000. The low-grade Fill- 
pino tobacco is made into cigarettes, of 
which many millions are consumed in 
the islands, while only a few thousands 
of a higher grade find their way into 
the markets of the world.
